WASHINGTON. Nov. 7.—^ho tariff 
will be the chief bone -ii contention 
among the 
Democrats. 
Millions 
of 
them are real protectionists including 
practically all those of the Southern 
States. 
The South now feels that it is in 
the saddle, having elected a southern 
man to tbe Presidency for tb s first 
time in sixty-four years. Having many 
industries that need protection, many 
of the southern Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives will fight any effort by the 
free .trade Democrats to put through 
th e Underwood tariff bills. Some of 
them voted for the bills at the last 
session because they knew President 
Taft would veto them, so that in any 
event the prosperity of their states 
could not be endangered. Now, how­ 
ever, they know that Wilson will sign 
the bills and they are likely to bark at 
this severe test of their free trade 
faith. 
In the House, there are scores of 
members who believe in 
free 
raw 
wool. The leaders were able to side­ 
track that idea at tbe last session, 
but they will not be able to do it when 
Wilson is in the White House* Free 
raw wool is popular in some states 
and unpopular in others. 
There is on way to sidetrack this 
issue. If Wilson attem pts to dodge it, 
William J. Bryan will bring him to 
book. Bryan is for free wool, and yet, 
if Wilson comes out for free wool the 
business interests will say he is aban­ 
doning his promise to do nothing to 
disturb business. 
In more ways than one Wilson will 
soon find himself in hot water. Bryan 
will not accept office, but will act as 
the Democratic President’s Roosevelt. 
He will be to Wilson what the Colonel 
was to President Taft. It is predicted 
heye that Wilson and Bryan will cross 
swords before the new administration 
is one year old. Bryan has his eye fix­ 
ed resolutely on 1916, when he will be 
an avowed candidate for the presi­ 
dency, and when he expects his oppo­ 
nent to be Theodore Roosevelt at the 
head of the old 
Republican 
party. 
Praising enthusiastically at first, con­ 
demning with faint praise later when 
he finds that Wilson is trying to con­ 
serve business, and boldly attacking 
towards the last—this is the course 
shrewd politicians expect 
Bryan 
to 
follow. 
With countless demands for office 
that he cannot grant, with a topheavy 
party, divided in opinion as to the poli­ 
cies that should be pursued, and with 
Bryan posing as censor and critic, Wil­ 
son will have his hands full.

USES POR -ADHESIVE TAPE 


Will Keep Bhd cf Rubber Hose Prom 
Splitting or Hot Water Sag 
Prom Leaking 


‘Ic there any possible way,” asked 
the Summer Bride, "of keeping the 
cut end of a piece of 
rubber 
hose 
from splitting? Where It’s forced over 
the end of a gas stove pipe, for in­ 
stance? I know one really ought to 
have Iron pipe connections made by 
gas fitter, but sometimes one has 
to put up with rubber pipe as a tem­ 
porary convenience.” 
"I know,” said the Little Wise Lady. 
Those things will happen Sometimes, 
and the quickest way of heading off 
trouble is by using ordinary half-inch 
adhesive, such as comes in little rolls, 
and to wind (‘strap’ is a better word) 
several thicknesses of it around each 
end of the rubber hose, after it is 
forced into place on the stove or gas- 
pipe. It holds the edges firm and pre­ 
vents the tension which cracks the 
rubber. Of course, one might use rub­ 
ber cement, but It's a fussy thing to 
tinker with, and 
there 
is 
all 
the 
bother of waiting for it to dry. 
A d ­ 
hesive—take it ail together—la one of 
the moat useful things to have around 
the hose of which I've any record. Try 
it next time your rubber hot water 
bottle springs a leak—two or three 
layers of It—of course making sure 
that the rubber surface is dry before 
putting it on-. If it is slow 
to 
stick 
warm it slightly before applying, and 
you’ii have no more trouble.”—New 
York Herald.
